Income Tax 


' GROSS INCOME 


Three of the terms used in the in- 


come-tax law. namely, gross in- 
come, net income, and surtax net 
income, should be noted particular- 
ly, inasmuch as they are vitally im- 
portant to the whole subject of the 
income tax. 


Gross income includes in general 


all income from any. source what- 
ever, unless exempt 
from tax by 


law. Tne gross income of the usual 
business consists of the gross prof- 
its on sales, plus any income from 
investments and incidental or out- 
side operation:, or sources. Tne re- 
turn must show the gross sales, 
purchases, and cost of goods sold. 
To reflect income correctly, inven- 
tories are necessary 
at the begin- 


ning and end of each taxable year. 


A lawyer, doctor, architect, phy- 


sician, dentist, clergyman, author, 
or other professional man must in- 
clude in gross income all fees, sal- 
aries, and compensation 
of 
any 


kind for professional services. 


Net income upon which the tax is 


assessed is gross income less the de- 
djctions allowed by law. Such de- 
ductions include business and pro- 
fessional expenses, such as salaries, 
pensions and bonues to employes, 
taxes, losses, interest, bad debts, de- 
preciation, depletion, contributions, 
etc. Failure 
to understand deduc- j 


tions against gross income and 
credits against net income has re- 
sulted in numerous errors on the 
part of taxpayers.

Strange indeed are the ways of justice 


when the great goddess is not blindfolded. 
It appears that when the complainant has 
a strong political drag the Department 
stoops to what ordinarily is called black- 
mail to get him results. But if the com- 
plainant is merely an economic royalist 
without political strength or favor, and 
even though the government once told 
him to do what he does, he is tried, 
shamed, kicked and bruised in the name 
of righteousness.

grand jury is sworn to secrecy. It is the 
law enacted by congress. The members 
of the grand jury swear they will not 
give out evidence nor tell the vote in any 
particular case nor even relate their talks 
with one another.

grand jury room, 


throw his arms around the nock of some- 
one who happens to be in favor at the 
moment, go with him to those who are 
trembling under the threat of indictment 
and just say, "or else—.''

ly to prevent investigations. 
They are 


fearful of the consequences. 
So did the 


oil men under Harry Daugherty's regime 
hold off investigations for a long time. 
But they came. And they blew the roof. 


INVESTMENT IX EXPERIMENT 
Lammol du Pont made public recent- 


ly some figures concerning the du Pont 
de Nemours & Company which, while 
large, reflect only quite an ordinary ex- 
penditure just as ordinarily made by al- 
most all industries in the country.

ELIXIR FOR DOCTORS 


With the proposal of socialistic set-ups 


for all fields of private enterprise in re- 
cent years there has been a strong move- 
ment for the inauguration of state medi- 
cine throughout the United States. So- 
cialists from the Milwaukee area intro- 
duced such measures before the Wisconsin 
state legislature during the last session. 


Physicians, who would be most di- 


rectly affected by such a movement, have 
examined the various bills proposed and 
found them wanting. It is to be assumed 
that the physicians have a personal in- 
terest in such a position, as who hasn't? 
In a country that is still comparatively 
free, anyone with an interest in life will 
fight to preserve that interest. 
But the 


physicians are also motivated by consid- 
eration for their patients who include all 
of American humanity, and perhaps of 
their own independence. 


A uniform state medicine bill has been 


prepared by the American Association for 
Social Security. 
The bill was analyzed 


as it would apply to the state of Minne- 
sota in a recent issue of the Minnesota 
Medicine magazine. 


The article attempted to estimate on 


a conservative basis the amount which 
would be spent for salaries alone under 
a state medicine set-up, salaries for 35 
fulltime stale officials. 40 district office- 
holders, and 360 local workers. 


And it found that even if these of- 


ficials were paid minimum salaries the 
total would amount to around $500,000 a 
year, or twice as much as was spent in 14 
months in the state of Minnesota for 
medical and dental 
care 
by the state 


emergency relief 
administration. 
This 


was for salaries alone; it did not include 
any expenditures for the actual care of 
the sick. 


Medical men have had sufficient exper- 


ience with state medicine in the last few 
years of heavy state relief 
expenditures 


to know that under any governmental set- 
up the persons who actually benefit the 
most are those who have a mania for see- 
ing the doctor or going to the hospital any 
time they feel out of sorts. 
They are 


habitual "patients," and doctors have their 
own name for them. 


The ordinary person who maintains 


good health by careful living, and who 
earns the higher wages because of this 
fact, would be paying the greater portion 
of the state medical bill, paying the bills 
of the few who would rather rest com- 
fortably in a hospital bed most of their 
days instead of working their own wav 
through life. 


State medicine would place a premium 


too not upon efficient and able medical 
service to patients but upon political abil- 
ity among physicians. The doctor with the 
biggest "pull" would go highest in his 
profession; the profession would no longer 
be controlled by doctors themselves but 
by non-professional politicians working 
for the government. 


State medicine then would slow up in- 


itiative among doctors to improve their 
techniques, discover new ways of curing 
the sick, li would be a heavy blow to 
medical research, as it has been in Euro- 
pean countries which have adopted it.

The 
fibers of the husks also go into mats, 
brooms, and fishing nets. 


Ceylonese folk place the heavy 


stalks of coconut leaves close 
to- 


gether.in the ground and 
make 


fences. Many families in villages 
and on farms thatch the roofs of 
their homes with coconut leaves. 


More than a million acres of 


ground in Ceylon are covered with 
coconut trees. A tree usually bears 
from 30 to 80 nuts each year. A few 
"record trees" have produced from 
150 to 200 nuts in a year. 


The island's yearly yield of co- 


conuts is close to 2,000,000,000. The 
wholesale value of the nuts is about 
$15 per thousand, or one and a half 
cents apiece. 


A skilled worker can take 
the 


husks off 1,000 coconuts in a day. 
The day lasts 12 hours, and 
the 


work is hard. 


Even now. the old. old method 


of pressing oil from coconuts is fol- 
lowed by some Ceylon farmers. The 
nut meats are placed in a stone jar 
four or five feet high. Two bullocks 
walk round and round the jar, mov- 
ing a heavy pole which turns a 
"pestle." The pestle presses on the 
nut .meats. The result is that oil 
comes out of a hole at the base of 
the jar. 


Colombo and other cities have 


large modern mills which press oil 
from coconuts more rapidly and 
with less waste. Most of the oil is 
exported. After the oil is pressed 
out. the rest of the nut meat is fed 
to livestock. 


Dried coconut meat is known as 


"copra". Thousands of tons of this 
are exported yearly. You may have 
eaten cake. pie. or candy containing 
shredded coconut from nuts grown 
in Ceylon. 


Sometimes the natives of Ceylon 


use green leaves of the coconut tree 
as dinner plates. 
After a meal is 


over, the plates can be 
thrown 


away, saving all trouble about dish- 
washing. 


A sweet drink known as "toddy" 


is made from the juice of coconut 
flowers. The buds can be eaten, and 
make a tasty food which has been 
nicknamed "cabbage."

E hear a great deal about 
vermin these days in fish and 
game management. One man 


even went so far as to write me that 
natural predators on the hard fished 
trout streams of the East accounted 
for more trout than all the fisher- 
men. 
With this position, I cannot 


agree; else why would the number 
of fish enter such a sharp decline 
with the advent of the human fish- 
ermen in large numbers. Mink, wa- 
tcrsnakcs, fish eating birds and va- 
rious other of Nature's predators 
are no newcomers in the picture, 
and it is reasonable to believe that 
they were present in even greater 
numbers before the fisherman made 
his appearance. 


We also hear a great deal about 


the violater as the party primarily 
responsible for the scarcity of fish. 
The depradations of the seiner, the 
gigger and the dynamiter are great 
indeed if we are to believe the tales 
we hear about them. Therp is no 
doubt but that in some sections these 
public thieves are the worst enemies 
of fish and game and should be 
classed as A-l vermin. Unfortunate- 
the law does not permit shooting 
them on sight as it does some of Na- 
ture's predators. But by and large, 
their depredations are greatly exag- 
gerated and many of the reports 
concerning them are based on hear- 
say which has no real foundation 
in fact. 


But there is another species of hu- 


man vermin that is present in every 
community down to the smallest 
hamlet and quite often he is within 
the pale of the law. 
Furthermore.

as usually harvested, is not quite as 
good as Oderbrucker. But in spite 
of this the higher yield per acre and

nakes it a more desirable barley 
for most farms.

clear and soon.
